A portion of tin Western Maryland 
bridge over Kook Creek was 
burned 
at an early hour this 
morning 
sup­ 
posedly from a fire caused 
by sparks 
from a locom otive 
Passengers 
and 
baggage have to be transferred around 
the bridge and travel has been delay­ 
ed. 


The (ire i* thought to have started 
alsm t th re e o'clock after a heavy train 
had passed over the bridge, the engine 
dropping sparks 
which were fanned 
into dames by a stiff wind which was 
blow ing at the tim e 
The fire ate its 
way from the Gettysburg end of the 
bridge out towards the centre of the 
structure until about fifteen 
of the 
heavy ties were 
burned along w ith 
other lumber. The heavy trestles were 
not damaged to any extent. 


The tire burned until alm ost five 
o'clock tiefore it was discovered and 
then it was making considerable head­ 
way and many of the ties were bm ms] 
through and destroyed. 


The discovery was most 
tim ely a s 
the regular freight from M illen was 
due only a half hour after the first 
men arri veil on the scene. 


DI ward Sanders and Harry W ent*, 
who live nearby, were among the first 
there and worked for some tim e with 
buckets of water until they succeeded 
in extinguishing the tire.
